LOWER FREIGHT 

Western eyes are turned optimisti¬ 
cally to Fort Churchill and the Hud¬ 
son Bay Railway, as one solution in 
the cutting the costs of production. 
It has been understood that Crows’ 
Nest rates will apply on this road, 
not only to grain but also to cattle. 
These rates, if effective, will make a 
vast saving throughout the prairie 
provinces. Although the shipping 
period is bound to be short, lasting 
only for a few months in the sum¬ 
mer and fall, yet these are months 
when there is heav/"western move¬ 
ment in grain and cattle. 

The British market is the hope of 
the prairies, so far as their surplus 
products are concerned, yet the cost 
of transportation across the contin¬ 
ent and the ocean is a most serious 
obstacle to profit. If the freight is 
reduced to the Churchill outlet, and 
better ocean rates instituted, there 
will be nvore confidence established 
in the practicably of the British 
market. 

With everyone preaching acreage 
reduction for grain, and a great 
many farmers gradually stocking up 
in live stock, there is danger that 
cattle prices will drop still lower. It 
is going to be difficult under the best 
of conditions to maintain a proper 
balance in the various lines of West¬ 
ern production. There is no hope of 
the home market taking care of our 
production. The export market must 
be established and maintained. The 
freight rates to be effective on the 
Bay route, are at least one step in 
the protection of the Western pro-, 
ducer.

The 
question was asked as to why the 
English subjects were chosen in the 
public school, as being most deserv¬ 
ing of special acknowledgement. 

Probably one reaeon is that after 
all, a student’s command of English 
is his "show window,” when he steps 
out to find a place in the world. 

It is by means of language that he 
establishes his first contacts. If he 
can write well, spell well, express 
himself adequately and correctly, he 
has an immense advantage over one 
who writes and spells poorly, and 
who expresses himself in careless 
slovenly language. 

The foundation of English is laid 
in the public school. It is here that 
a child is taught to read, write and 
spell, to frame correct sentences, to 
avoid grammatical errors, to learn 
why they are errors. These are prim¬ 
ary tools with which he must be 
equipped, before he can make use of 
the more ambitious training of the 
High School. If he makes an effort 
in the public school to read and 
write well, to learn grammatical rules 
and follow them, he has furnished 
himself with most valuable equip¬ 
ment for his first entrance into the 
working world. 

His ease in the use of the English 
language smooths his every social 
contact. It creates a favorable or 
unfavorable first impression. 

As has been said it is, it is the 
individual's ‘ ‘show window.” Cer- 
tainl/ he must have other goods in 
stock. He must have reasoning pow¬ 
ers, ideas; he must think coherently 
and to the point. Otherwise his fine 
show window will be of little lasting 
value to him. 

On the other hand, no matter how 
fine a stock he may have in reserve, 
if he is unable to make any display, 
he is going to have a slow discourag¬ 
ing time, before he can dispose of 
his wares. 

In current language;—a student, 
with a fine working knowledge of 
English and its uses is in a better 
position to “sell himself.” 

The awarding of prizes' especially 
for standing in this department is, 
after all, well justified. - I 


CUT FROM THE TOP 

One of the heaviest burdens which 
the afflicted man has to bear, is list¬ 
ening to advice from those who are 
sitting pretty. At the present time 
the farmer has been the recipient of 
volumes of well-meant instruction, 
; ssued from the remote security of 
private cars and Eastern offices. This 
idvice while invariably well meant, 
and at times very sound, would nev¬ 
ertheless carry more weight if it was 
hacked up by personal sacrifice to 
remedy the situation. 

It is admitted that the price of 
farm products does not at present 
equal the cost of production, a condi¬ 
tion which is apt to prevail till world 
conditions alter. Then why not make 
drastic, though temporary, efforts 
withih Canada to reduce the cost of 
production. The whole country de¬ 
pends on the farmers buying and it 
is only in the interests of ultimate 
self-preservation for other industries 
to meet the farmer’s resources. 

A sweeping cut in freight rates is 
one step indicated by conditions. Mr. 
Beattly delivered a speech recently 
which arrested the attention of ev¬ 
eryone by its suggestions. But if j 
the C.P.R. and Canadian National 
wish to impress the West with their 
solicitude for conditions, they will 
prove their sincerity by a real cut in 
freight rates. It may be argued that 
this will greatly reduce their divi¬ 
dends and their operating revenue. 
Then there must follow a cut in 
wages, starting at the top. 

The rates of pay which were set in 
war years by the MacAdoo commis¬ 
sion and which have prevailed since, 
are not applicable to the circumstan¬ 
ces of the present. When the cost 
of freighting grain is so entirely out 
of proportion with the price received 
for the commodity, the freight prices 
must be reduced, and other relative 
adjustments made in every depart¬ 
ment of national operations. 

So long also as farmers are bowed 
under the maintained prices of the 
products which they are expected to 
buy, all the “Made in Canada’’ cam¬ 
paigns will prove futile. 

A cut in wages may be a tempor¬ 
ary necessity, but let that cut com¬ 
mence at the top .where it will not 
be felt. Only by such a real demon¬ 
stration of understanding of West¬ 
ern circumstances, can the leaders 
and financiers and manufacturing 
heads, prove that they are sincere in 
their concern for the country. The 
farmers have been so far fed almost 
entirely on messages.

BRANCH FACTORIES HOW DRY AM I? 


. The fact that American industries 
are establishing branch factories in 
other countries, thus giving employ¬ 
ment to foreign labor, while several 
millions of American laborers are 
out of work, is being threshed out 
pro and con in United States. 

Some object strenuously to the 
branch factory movement, claiming 
that American industry belongs to 
America, its fruits belong to Ameri¬ 
cans. 

It is however, due to no considera¬ 
tion of foreign countries that the 
branch factories are established. It 
is in order to circumvent the penal¬ 
ties of tariff walls. After all, the 
stockholders of these branch factor¬ 
ies are Americans living in America. 
The big profits are returned to Unit¬ 
ed States in dividends, although the 
wages are paid to citizens of the 
country in which the factories may 
be established. 

It is argued furthermore, that the 
establishment of the branch factories 
abroad, using U.S. materials and ma¬ 
chinery, increases employment and 
prosperity in the different countries 
and develops a larger class of custo¬ 
mers able to buy American products. 

U. S. has 2000 branch factor¬ 
ies in foreign countries, and the 
movement has gone much farther in 
Canada than in any other country, 
although for years they have flour¬ 
ished in Britain, flermany and more 
lately in France, Italy and Spain. 

One writer points out that many 
industries and capital itself have be¬ 
come international in character and 
pre directed to most profitable em¬ 
ployment. British and German in¬ 
terests control rayon manufacture 
all over the world, Belgian glass and 
chemicals; French perfumery; Swiss 
matches; Dutch margarine—are all 
becoming international in their rami¬ 
fications.,, 

IN FUTURE YEARS 

Plan fo Cope With Unemployment as 
it May Rise Over Period of Years. 

-i- 

In commenting upon the work of 
the Alberta Federation of Labor in 
session at Calgary, the Albertan 
makes comment on resolutions: 

“Most important among these is 
probably the proposal that a Domin¬ 
ion conference be held this year for 
the purpose of drawing up an ad¬ 
vance plan of winter relief measures, 
to meet similar unemployment prob¬ 
lems in future years. It might be 
urged that this suggestion has been 
made upon the assumption that un¬ 
employment will remain an ever¬ 
present, and possibly increasing, na¬ 
tional question. However, in view of 
the fact that none at the present 
time can foretell the trend' of events, 
such a conference should at least be 
productive of a greater preparedness 
on the part of authorities. 

The drawing up of an employment 
relief plan to extend over a number 
of years; moreover, might be an 
economical move insofar as it remov¬ 
ed the present sporadic system of 
bringing into effect emergency pub¬ 
lic works, and substituted an exten¬ 
sive program, the details of which 
were carefully co-ordinated. Thus, 
the waste resulting from in-complet¬ 
ed public works and overlapping of 
work during periods of near-panic 
might in the future be minimized. 

Premier Brownlee’s address was 
marked by the' utmost optimism, and 
we can only hope that his prediction 
regarding the end of depression 
proves to be correct. Few will ig¬ 
nore his plea for community co-oper¬ 
ation until the tide is on the flow." 

WEST POWER DEAL 

Large American Concern Secures 
Holdings Western Canadian Gas 
and Electric Properties 

It is announced that the American 
Commonwealth Power Corporation 
has completed a deal acquiring hold¬ 
ings from $he International Utilities 
Corporation. These include all their 
holdings of gas and electric proper- j 
ties in Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
B.C. The newly acquired properties 
which became a part of the American 
Commonwealth Power system is to 
be known as the Dominion Gas and 
Electric Company. This new acquisi¬ 
tion brings the annual gross revenue 
of American Commonwealth Power 
to $2,000,000. 

This is in line with an announce¬ 
ment made by C. .1. Yorath, president 
of the Canadian Western Natural 
Gas, Light, Heat and Power company 
that arrangements had been com¬ 
pleted for the formation of a com¬ 
pany to be known as the Dominion 
Gas and Electric Company. 

With Mr. Yorath as president the 
new company will take over the two 
major gas companies of the Canadian 
West also a number of electric and 
power plants in the smaller towns of 
the West.

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Franchise By-Law 


SYNOPSIS of the Particulars of a 
Proposed By-Law of the Town 
of Vulcan 

The by-law referred to in the ap¬ 
pended notice ratifies and confirms 
an agreement between the Town of 
Vulcan (herein called the Town) and 
CALGARY POWER COMPANY 
LIMITED (herein called the Com¬ 
pany) and authorizes the execution 
thereof by the Town. The particu¬ 
lars of the said agreement, which are 
embodied in and made part of . the 
by-law are as follows, the numbers 
being in accordance with the para¬ 
graph numbers therein: 

1. The Town grants to thi Com¬ 
pany an exclusive franchise for ten 
(10) years from date of the agree¬ 
ment for the distribution of electric 
energy in the Town with the right to 
use the streets and lanes of the 
Town for its distribution system. 

2. and 3. Before extending or 
changing its distribution system 
plans for such work are to be sub¬ 
mitted to and approved by the Town 
and the Company is to do all such 
work in an efficient manner and to 
restore the Town streets. 

4. From the date of the agree¬ 
ment the Company is to continuously 
provide the electric energy and pow¬ 
er required by the Town and the in¬ 
habitants thereof during the entire 
period of the franchise, subject only 
to unavoidable interruption or act of 
God. 

5. The form in which the electric¬ 
ity is to be provided is defined. 

6. The Company is to repair and 
make good any damage to its plant 
or equipment as rapidly as possible 
for the purpose of minimizing inter¬ 
ruption of service and consequent in- 
convenience to the Town and it* in¬ 
habitants. 

7. The Town may use the poles of 
the Company for Municipal purposes 
subject to certain conditions. 

8. The Town is to be furnished 
with electricity at the same rates as 
other consumers. 

9. The Company is to maintain 
and keep in repair and proper work¬ 
ing order a complete street lighting 
system, replacing lamps; is to fur¬ 
nish an all-night street lighting ser¬ 
vice, maintaining all present street 
lamps and such additional lamps as 
the Town may demand at the follow¬ 
ing rates: 

Each lamp not exceeding 150 watts 
$3.00 per month, 

Each lamp over 150 watts but not 
exceeding 200 watts $3.90 per month, 

Each lamp' over 200 watts but not 
exceeding 300 watts $5.10 per month. 
Provision is made for extensions and 
the number of street lights is not to 
be less than 42 at any time. 

10. The rates to be charged by 
the-Gbmpany are as follows: 

For Domestic Service: 

Available only for lighting, 
heating, cooking, domestic pow¬ 
er and other uses, in houses and 
apartments used exclusively for 
residential purposes. 

Service charge of $.50 per month 
together with an energy charge 
on the following basis:- 

First 30 kilowatt hours per 
month—10c per kilowatt hour, 
Next 20 kilowatt * hours per 
■ month—10c per. two kilowatt 
hours, 

All over 50 kilowatt hours per 
month—10c per three kilowatt 
hours 

with a minimum monthly charge 
(including service charge) of 
$1.80 gross and $1.50 net

QUEBEC KEEPS WELL 

In view of the fact that the High 
River district will be operating as a 
Model Health Unit next June, people 
will be glad to learn that the success 
of the Quebec Health Units is being 
published far and wide. Quebec was 
one of the first provinces to institute 
this system of health care, and ap¬ 
parently has passed beyond the ex¬ 
perimental footing. It is iii rural 
Quebec that these units have worked 
great results.® They have brought to 
country and small towns the same 
up-to-date scientific protection 
against disease as most city dwellers 
enjoy. ' 

In 1926, just after the opening of 
Beauce County Health Unit, Quebec, 
the district suffered 643 death from 
general causes. In 1928, this figure 
had dropped to 187, and similarly in 
two years infant deaths were reduced 
from 213 to 160, deaths from tuber¬ 
culosis from 56 to 51, and from con¬ 
tagious diseases from 86 to 27. 

In other districts in the same time, 
deaths from edntagious diseases have 
been cut approximately in half, and 
from all other causes have beeh re¬ 
duced at least 25 per' cent. 

At present, Quebec has twenty- 
three units, which are taking c are of 
47 per Cent, of her rural and semi- 
rural people and cost $291,000 a 
year to operate. It is expected that 
the whole province will very shortly 
be so protected. The usual annual 
budget per unit is about $12,000.00. 

This development ns regards Que¬ 
bec Is called a “health revolution.” 
Through Canada generally the 
“healthy” countryside has no super¬ 
vision"”over water, milk and food as 
the city has, consequently the rural 
death rates from typhoid and other 
diseases are away atmve city rstes. 
irritable.
